The identity of the body of a man 
found in a gulch on the Louis 
| Brockman ranch, two miles ~ffom 
| Martines, was positively identified 
| yesterday as that of William Mont- 
| gomery of Richmnod, who disappeared. 
| from the County hospital on June 
127. .The body was found by Elam 
Smith while out hunting. 

The body was taken to Martinez 
by Deputy Coroner Brunscher. It was 
so badly decomposed that identifica- 
tion was difficult, but C. A. Peek, 
assistant superiNtendent of the hos- 
pital, partially identified it as that 
of Montgomery. Yesterday L. L. 
Morford of Richmond, son-it-law of 
Montgomery, positively identified it 
as his relative’s body. 

Montgomery was about 60 years old. 
He was considered eccentric, but 
Not requiring a close watch. For 
this reason his disappearance at first 
causéd no great alarm.
